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Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1 .1 14, including tlie fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .1 7(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1 .1 14, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 1/19/05 
has been entered. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

(e) the invention was described in (1 ) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 2-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Thompson et al. (US 6150043). 

Regarding claim 2, Thompson et al. disclose an organic electroluminescent 
device that comprises organic compound layers including at least one organic emitting 
layer sandwiched between a pair of electrodes (lines 7-20 of column 13) wherein at 
least one organic compound layer is formed from an organic compound material (see 
Table 1 in column 10), said at least one organic compound layer no halogen compound, 
(lines 43 of column 16-ine 2 of column 17). 
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Regarding claim 3, Thompson discloses that organic compound does not contain 
halide, thus contain 0 ppm of halide. 

Regarding claim 4, Thompson discloses that the organic compound layers are a 
hole injection layer, an organic emitting layer and an electron injecting layer (lines 50-55 
of column 17). 

Claims 5 & 6 are considered to be product-by-process claims, since drawn to a 
process of purifying the organic compound, which is incidental to the claimed organic 
compound. 

Even though product by process claims are limited by and defined by the 
process, determination of patentability is based on the product. It is well established that 
a claimed apparatus cannot be distinguished over the prior art structure by a process 
limitation. Consequently, absent a showing of an unobvious difference between the 
claimed product and the prior art, the subject process limitation is not afforded 
patentable weight (see MPEP 21 1 3). 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 2-6 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
